The t o n e Star Men Stand Off A 
Larire Force of the Enemy 
for Several Hours. 


New York. Dec. 2S.-A «pedal to Th« 
World from Key West, Flo., says: The 
Lone Star company, of the patriotic 
army of west Cutia, consletlnR of fif- 
teen Texas sharpshooters, perished to a 
man after battling more than five hours 
aaalnst vastly superior Bpanlsh forces 
In PInar del Ulo province, killing double 
their own number and woundlnsr prob- 
ably an many more. Havana offlclals 
are Jubilant, passenRcrs arriving hero 
say, over the news of the victory. A 
Cuimn band was observed near PInar 
del Rio city last Thursday 
mornlnv, 
and General Meluuiiso sent two sqaud- 
rons of cavalry to attack It. 
After a 
running fight the band, which proved 
to be composed of flftcen Texans. was 
chased Into • "bottle." a bit of hum- 
mock having only one opening. 
The 
Toxan peeing that they were in the "hole" 
Tetr#iiled to the farther end and for- 
ttned themselves hastily behind soma 
big boulders. 


Wouia »!• bat Not Hiirreiitlcr. 


The Spanish troop« dismounted and 
surrounded them, pouring in a Are from 
all sIdAS. The brave Texans replied and 
kept up the fight for more than five 
hours. By that time six of the flftcen 
had been killed and four were wounded, 
while twenty-flve Spaniards had bitten 
the duBt with ten or more wounded. A 
flsg of truce was sent in by tlic Spanish 
and the Texani were rolled on to sur- 
render. but the American» refused with 
one ai'oord to lay down their 
arms, 
shouting: "We rememlier Mnceo." This 
infuriated the Spanish and they fought 
with renewed flercenei«».

Memphis, Tenn., Dec. 28.—A special to 
The Commerclal-Appenl from Blrminir- 
ham, Ala., says: Fiends in humnn form 
wrooked Dlrmingham Mineral passen­ 
ger train No. 40 at Cahaba bridge, twen- 
ty-sevon miles from here, at 7:50 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and twenty-one lives 
were lost. That number of bodies have 
been recovered from the wreck, and fur­ 
ther search may swell the list of the 
dead. 
The wreck Is regarded as most 
«ertainly acconjpHshed by the removal 
of a rail on the middle span of the 
trestle. This derailed the train, which 
caused it tu pull duwn the two spans 
and precipitate it into the river, 110 feet 
below. The wreck was the worst that 
has ever occurred in the state, and the 
survivors are so few and so badly hurt 
that they are unable togivs anydetailfd 
descriptionof how It all happened. It is 
not known and may never be ascertoin- 
ed Just how many passengers were on 
the train. Most of them were miners 
and residents of mining towns in this 
district who had round-trip 
holiday 
tickets and w'ere returning to their 
homes along the line ot the Birming­ 
ham Mineral road.

Conductor A. P. Connell, who proba­ 
bly new Itetter than anybody else as to 
how many passengers were aboard, Is 
dead. It is thought, however, that there 
were not exceeding twenty-five or thir­ 
ty. The train consisted of an engine, a 
baggage car and two coaches. Six miles 
south of Guernee Is the Cahaba river, a 
shallow mountain stream which has a 
depth at this time of only about three 
or four feet. This river Is spanned by 
an iron bridge with woi>den trestles on 
each side. Its entire length is 800 feet 
and the length of the main span where 
the wreck occurred is 110 feet. The 
bridge was built only four years ago. 
The main span and the span just be­ 
yond it, both made of Iron, gave way 
and precipitated the entire train Into 
the river. The engine landed on Its side 
almost at right angles with the track. 
The cars piled upon each other through 
the main span. The entire wreck took 
Are noon afterward, and was rapidly 
burned to the water's edge.

Nine persons escaped alive of those 
who went down, and several of them 
will probably die. Ae soon as the crash 
occurred a few country people gathered 
at the scene to render what aid they 
could, but It was too late to do much. 
Nine people had gotten out and the 
others had been 
burned 
up In the 
wreckage. When the relief train from 
Birmingham arrived there was little 
need for the army of physicians that 
had gone along. The wounded were 
quickly attended to and then sent to 
Blocton for further attention. The work 
of taking out the dead was entered 
upon. Nothing was left of the wreck­ 
age but the smouldering remains which 
had burned to the waters edge. Charred 
corpseM were packed in between the iron 
frame-work where the seat» had been.

Bome had their heads burned off, and 
of others nothing was left but the mere 
skeleton. As rapidly as possible the 
remains wer taken out and laid In a row 
on the liver baftk. At 4 p. m. twenty 
bodies had lieen found, and no more 
were In sight. It is possible, however, 
that there are others under the wreck­ 
age, and also that some may be 
hid by the water. Of the survivors 
6am Spsncer was the only one of the 
train crcw that escaped alive. He was 
the colored hreman. He jumped from 
the engine while It was in mid-air and 
landed In the svater solne distance from 
where tht engine fell. His only injury 
was a broken arm.

Another serious wreck occurred near 
Cahaba river bridge at I o'clock yester 
day afternoon. A wrecking train which 
had gone to ths relief to the lll*fated 
passenger train w'as standing on the 
line when it was run Into by a con 
siructlon train from Birmingham which 
was on its way with men and timbers 
to rebuild the destroyed Cahaba river 
bridge, Jim Estis, of Boyles, was fatal­ 
ly crushed and several workmen more 
or less hurt. 
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Ihe tptal dead number tw'ehty-eight, b u t 
thia haa not been confirmed. 


When the rescuers went to work the 
train waa In flames and several wet-e 
burled in the wreck alive. Five of they« 
were releaaed, but by that time the heat 
had become so Intense that the reaouera 
were compelled to desist In their work 
of rescue. It Is thought that fully three* 
fourths of the dead were killed out­ 
right in the crash, while the others were 
pinioned down and cremated. One of 
the Injured men says that when he felt 
the cars leave the track he looked out 
and saw three savage looking men rush 
from a hiding place down towards the 
w’ater’s edge, and that after the w'reck 
they went through the wreckage, rob­ 
bing the dead and wounded, and then 
fled to the w'oods. They did their work 
quickly and offered no assistance what­ 
ever in the way of rescuing the Impris­ 
oned passengers. This story, however, 
has not yet been corrolM^ated, but oth­ 
er facts tend to show that It was the 
work of train wreckers. 


An examination of the engine shows 
that Bnglneer White had shut Off the 
steam and reversed before it went down, 
Indicating that he saw danger aheod as 
he approached the bridge, and tried to 
stop his train. His charred body was 
found with his hand on the trottle. The 
survivors all agree that the train left 
the track and bumped along the, ties 
and then with a crash plunged through 
the bridge. Expert engineers say that 
there Is every Indication that a rail was 
removed which derailed the train and 
caused It to pull down the bridge. The 
cross-ties show marks of the wheels. 
To add to this Is the fact that three 
men tried to w*reck a Southern railway 
train near Henry-Ellen, fifteen miles 
east of here, five days ago by removing 


rail on a trestle ninety feet high.

These bodies were mutilated beyond 
recognition. The next trip down the 
rescuers reported that they could hear 
groans. This was joyful news, and 
hope again revived in the hearts of 
relatives of men in the mine.

crowd waited In breathless suspense 
while the bucket came up. 


It contained the almost lifeless bodies 
of James Turner, David Nolan (white) 
and Arthur Colgate and James Crush 
(colored). 
The first two were only 
slightly burned, while the others were 
more seriously injured, sustaining sev­ 
eral broken bones besides their severe 
burns. They can give no account' of 
the explosion, and can not accrunt for 
their escape while others were killed. 
The lM>dy of Robert Maule, son of Pres­ 
ident Maule and treasurer of the coal 
company, was found lying in the sump 
at the foot of the shaft, with a 10 by 1& 
beam across his breast, his skull 
crushed and numerous bones broken.

Rescuers 
could not w’ork long at a time on ac­ 
count of gas and foul air, and search 
for Poneyllte which continued all yes­ 
terday under direction of State Mine 
Inspector Fisher wai|^ of no avail, Ths 
body is supposed to l»e buried under 
debris. 
The injuries of soms of the 
rescued men are very serious, but un­ 
less complications arise all will ulti­ 
mately recover.

The 
men were at work making repalra of 
damoges resulting from a similar ex­ 
plosion Sunday, Dec. 20. Besides the 
regular miners, blacksmiths and others 
were assisting In the work, while ^ b 
ert Maule. a son of President John 
Maule and treasurer and mine super- 
lendent of the company, was superin­ 
tending the work. The explosion oc­ 
curred about 3:30 o’clock. It came with 
terrific force and with such suddenness 
that only those near the entrance to the 
shaft could effect their escape. Imme­ 
diately following the explosion came a 
rush of fire-damp and gas In such vol 
umes that those making their way to 
daylight and safety were almost over­ 
come by the fumes. 


The news of the explosion was quick­ 
ly spread and rescuing parties were 
hastily formed. 
Hundreds of willing 
hands gathered around the mouth of 
the shaft, but were deterred from their 
noble work by the rush of gas from be­ 
low, The pumps were put to work to 
force pure air into the mint, and after 
several futile attempts the shaft waa 
sufndontly cleared of foul vapora to 
permit another entrance to rescue the 
Imprisoned men. 
The scenes around 
the mine were moat pathetic. 
Wlvea 
were weeping piteously. In angulah lhat 
the crowd vainly tried to alleviate; 
mothers, daughters, sons and other re­ 
latives of the men In ths mine, with 
blanched faces stood wringing their 
hands, and some were kept from gtrtng 
down the shaft with the greatest of dif 
Acuity. Slowly the work of brinctilg 
ths bodies to the surface proceeded. It 
waa known that the men still In the 
mine were all dead. Mid those on top 
who were waiting for their dear onee 
realised that only the mangled bodlee 
of those loved onee would giMt their 
gase Instead of the once smllllng UAtm, 


The principal cause of the esploeton 
was the fact that the air-shaft waa iin 
finished, there being ninety feet yet lo 
dig. Safety lampe were used, however. 
In tbs mine, and It ki believed that aome 
one must have iised an open lamp.

C onsress Ha« the Right to Recog­ 
nize N ew Nations Instead of 
th e President. 


Washington ,Dec. 28.—Senator Chan­ 
dler, of New Hampshire, ha« written a 
letter to the Washington Pogt in which 
h« wiyi: ‘The new immigration law, if 
It passes, will require foreigner« coming 
to live In this covmtry to read and write 
na R test flv« linen of the United Staten 
constitution. There are a certain five 
lines which eminent 8panlsh>American 
lawyers ought to read. Section 8 after 
ounmeratlng in leventeen clauses the 
powers of congress adds another as fol- 
low’s: ‘18?' To make all laws which shall 
be necessary and proper for carrying 
Into execution the foregoing pow'ers, and 
all othsr powers vested by this con­ 
stitution In the government of the Unit­ 
ed States, or any department or officer 
thereof, 
A study of the above clause 
may lead some of the defiant advocates 
of an arrogant personal government at 
the exeuutlvc mansion to revise their as­ 
sertions. It Is not contended that th« 
above clause 18 gives congress power by 
law passed over a veto by a tw'o-thlrds 
vote to Interfere with any power made 
exclusive In the president by expr«ss 
words or necoasary implication. 


PMWcni Olvcn to the Executive. 
"W hat are the powers expressly given 
to the president? 
To command the 
army and navy, to grant pardons, to 
ma|{e treaties (with the consent of the 
îenate), to appoint officers of the Unlt- 
•d States, to convene congress und to 
adjourn it when the two houses dlsa- 
lîree, to receive ambassadors and other 
public ministers, to care that the laws 
be faithfully executed, and to commis­ 
sion officers of the United States. These 
are all the powers granted. Compare 
them with the long list of powers given 
to congress, Including that to declare 
war and to provide for the common de­ 
fense and general welfare and ending 
with the 
power given In the above 
clause 18 tu make all laws necessary 
and proper to carry into execution all 
the powers vested In the government 
‘or In any department or officer thereof.’ 


(iuiiiM Ctiiiiiii«nt on the Naiue. 


"The president may 
command 
the 
army and navy. Yes, but congress by 
law' may give him spécifié dlrectlonH 
what to do with them, to use llwm In 
any particular direction, or not to use 
them at all. He may grant pardons. 
Yes, this is an exclusive and uncon­ 
trollable power, but congress may by 
law open all prison doors and let the 
criminals go free. He may make trea­ 
ties, wUh the consent of the senate, and 
they become law'. Here Is the only pow’- 
er to make law not vested In congress. 
He may appoint officers. Yes, but con­ 
gress may create and abolish the offices, 
and regulate the power uf appointment 
by civil service rules; he Is to coinmls- 
slon all oflU^ers, but he can conunlsslon 
only those who are appointed in pur­ 
suance of law. He Is to receive foreign 
ministers.

"Yes, but only ministers from coun­ 
tries which congress chooses to have 
recognized. 
It two governments are 
striving for control of a country con­ 
gress may by law decide which govern­ 
ment the United States will recognize, 
and the president Is bound fo obey the 
law and receive a minister from that 
guvernment and refuse to receive a 
minister from the other. Tha idea that 
the president has the sole prerogative 
of deciding w'hat foreign governments 
shall be reoognlzed by the United States 
has no foundation, whatever In any 
words to be seen in the constitution. 
The fact that the president has recog­ 
nized new governments without con­ 
gressional expression when congress 
and the people have approved his ac­ 
tion, is no proof whatever that when 
they disagree with hlm ^hey cannot 
control him by law. He Is their agent, 
and when he does what they want him 
to do no law’ Is needed. 


"When he threatens to conduct himself 
otherwise, whether by action or non- 
action, the whole subject may be con­ 
trolled by a law passed over a veto 
under the ample powers In congress 
granted by section 8 of article 1 of the 
constitution, which are not restricted 
nor limited in this respect by any other 
clauses in the constitution. Th«re is 
no escape for the advocates of mon­ 
archical government In Washington from 
the provisions of clause IS, section 8, 
article 1. 


"It is singular that th« only two 
presidents who have undertaken to defy 
congress have been Andrew Johnson 
and Grover Cleveland. The one tried 
to create and maintain against the will 
of congress ten new state governments 
in the Union: the other claims the 
right against the will of congress to aid 
In sustaining abroad a bloody tyranny 
over un oppressed nation. Mr. Johnson 
betrayed and abandoned 
the parly 
which elected him. His threachery was 
(.‘ondemn«d by all right-minded men, 
und he w«nt out of office without a 
party and without a friend. Mr. Cleve­ 
land still Ungers with us."

An Sngltihaaa who hM teeu .Venice 
bat to tM diiilliuioiiieod writes c>f his 
imprasiions to The Westminster Bndget 
as follows: *‘Here is a description of 
what these canshi are, taken from mjr 
diary, and it is literally trnthfnl, which 
the poeta and the painters never are. 
On either side staggers a crowd of de> 
oayed hnildings; from the roof down­ 
ward they are » mass of squalid min ; 
broken baloouion cling to the siained 
and discolored walls, great scabs of 
plaster have fallen from their fronts as 
if a leprosy had eaten into them; for a 
foot above thewsiter the walls are black 
with slime, the broken windows are 
Btoffed with rags or paper, the shattered 
steps lead np to doors that swing by one 
hinge; the steps themselves are slippery 
with a greasy scum; to the edge of the 
lower stair there is a fringe of fonl 
green weed—it swings slowly in tbo 
crawling water; the inm grilles, once 
so beantifol, are eaten by bitter salt rnst, 
the shntters htng at all angles, flapping 
and creaking in the wind; in the orasy 
balconies there is a lumber of broken 
flowerpots with dead flowers in them, 
and throQgh all these reeking alleys the 
greenish gray water slowly pulses and 
ooses, covered with straw, eggsheK 
cabbage stalks and nameless refuse. Over 
all this brood a hundred flltliy and ob 
scene smells, each canal contribnting a 
particularly pntrid stench of its own. 
No longer does Venice sit instate: hour 
by honr and stone by stone she is sink 
ing into hw disbonoród grave.

1 had picttired the mtt air, 
pulsing with sweet voices, and over all 
a sky “thick inlaid with patines of 
bright gold.”

Rev. George A. Suhliri, pastor of the 


UiuvorsuHsl church, gave vent to a 
hitter arraignment of President Clove- 
land and his policy last night while 
discussing in tho pulpit, "Tho Cuban 
Question, a Problem of Patriotism."

TWENTY-ONE LIVES ARE LOST. 


Belief That the Horror Was Caused 


by the Deviltry of Train 


Wreckers.

That number of bodies have 
jeen recovered from the wreck, and fur- 
ther nenrch rnny swell tbe list of the 
dead. 
The wreck Is regarded as most 


certainly accomplished by the removal 


a rail on the middle span of the 
stle. This derailed the train, which 


caused It tu pull down the two spans 
and precipitate It Into the river, 110 feet 
bMow. The \vreelt was the worst that 
has ever occurred in the state, and th« 
survivors are so few and so badly hurt 
that they are unable toglva anydelalk-d 
dcscrlnlionof how It all happened. It Is 
not known and may never be ascertain- 
ed just how many passengers were on 
the train. Most of them were miners 
md residents of mining towns In this 
district who had round-trip 
holiday 


tleliets and were returning 
to 
their 


homes along the line of the Birming- 
ham Mineral road. 


Only Man Who Knew .it Demi. 


Conductor A. P, Conn ell, who proba- 


bly new better than anybody else as to 
how many passengers were aboard, Is 
dead. It la thought, however, that there 
were not exceeding twenty-five or thir- 
ty. The train consisted of an engine, a 
baggage car and two coaches. Six miles 
eouth of Guernee Is the Cahaba river, a 
shallow mountain stream which has a 
depth at this time of only about three 
or four feet. This river Is spanned by 
an Iron bridge with wooden trestles on 
each side. Its entire length is 800 feet 
and the length of the main spun where 
the wreck occurred Is 110 feet. The 
bridge was built only four years ago. 
The main span and the span just be- 
yond It, both made of Iron, gave way 
and precipitated the entire train Into 
the river. The engine landed on Its aide 
almost at right angles with the track. 
The cars piled upon each other through 
:he main span. The entire wreck took 
Ire flnon afterward, and was rapidly 
burned to the water's edge. 


Hut Kliin Ifeoiipfld Alive. 


Nine persons escaped alive of those 


who went down, and several of them 
will probably die. As soon as the crash 
occurred a few country people gathered 
at the scene to render what aid they 
could, but It was too late to do much. 
Nine people had gotten out and the 
others had been 
burned 
up In the 


vreckage. When the relief train from 
Birmingham 'arrived there was little 
ieed for the army of physicians that 
lad gone along. Tbe wounded were 
quickly attended to and then sent to 
llot'ton for further attention. .The work 
if taking out -the dead was entered 
upon. Nothing was left of the wreck- 
ge but the smouldering remains which 
ad burned to the waters edge, Charred 
orpses were packed In between the Iron 
rame-work where the seats had been, 
los'hof the bodies had been burned bo- 
onU'Vecogni lion. 


Horrible Condition of the lluillei. 


Some had their heads burned off, and 
f others nothing was left but the mere 
keleton. As rapidly as possible the 
emalns wer taken out and laid In a row 
n the river brtfik. At 4 p. m. twenty 
odles had been found, and no more 
•ere in sight. It is possible, however,

Id by the water. Of the survivors 
am Spencer was the only one of the 
•ain crew that escaped alive. He was 
ie colored fireman.

Fatal Accident to the Wrecking Train. 
Another serious wreck occurred near 
ahaba river bridge at 1 o'clock yester- 
ay afternoon.

When the rescuers went to work th'fe 


(rain was In flames and Hi'ventl were 
burled In the wreck alive. Five uf these 
were released, but by that time the heat 
had become no Intense that tho rescuers 
were compelled to desist In their work 
of roacue. It is thought that fully three- 
fourths of the dead were killed out- 
right In the crash, while the others were 
pinioned down and cremated. One of 
the Injured men says that when he felt 
the cars leave the track he looked out 
and saw three tiavage looking men rush 
from a hiding place down towards the 
water's edge, and that after the wreck 
they went through the wreckage, rob- 
bing tbe dead and wounded, and Ihen 
fled to the woods. They did their work 
quickly and offered no assistance what- 
ever in the way of rescuing the impris- 
oned passeiiffei'8. Thin story, however, 
has not yet been corroborated, but oth- 
er facts tend to show that It was the 
work of train wreckers. 


An examination of the engine shows 


that Engineer White had shut off the 
Bteam and reversed before Itwentdown, 
indicating that he saw danger ahead ae 
he approached the bridge, and tried to 
stop his train. His charred body was 
found with his hand on the trot tie. The 
survivors all agree that the train left i 
the track and bumped along the ties i 
mid then with a crash plunged through 
the bridge. Expert engineers say lhat 
there Is every Indication that a rail was 
removed which derailed the train and 
caused It to pull down the bridge. The 
cross-ties show marks of the wheels. 
To add to this Is the fact that three 
men tried to wreck a Southern railway 
train near Henry-Kllen, fifteen miles 
ea.it of here, five days ago by removing 
a rail on a trestle ninety feet high.

Others ixt Princeton, Ind. 


Princeton, Ind., Dec. 28.—The terrible 


mine disaster of Saturday bus ofcst a 
pall or gloom over this city. Despite 
the bright sunshine and ideal weather 
evidences of the sad 
dispensation of 


Providence are to be seen on every 
hand. The .results of Princeton's first 
mine horror are appalling enough but 
are not so disastrous In regard to loss 
of life as at first reported. The first 
four men brought up alive were Will- 
lam 
Grill, Prank 
Turbie, Thomas 


Trice (colored), and William Booker. 
They said the others were all dead. 
Then tbe rescuers brought up the bodies 
of James Rell, Theodore Faber, John 
Holmes, Carl Poneylite and John Ernst. 
These bodies were mutilated beyond 
recognition. The next trip down the 
rescuers reported that they could hear 
groans. This was 
joyful 
news, and 


hope again revived In the hearts of 
relatives of men In the mine. 
The 


ci'owd waited In breathless suspense 
wlille the bucket came up. 


It contained the almost lifeless bodies 


of James Turner. David Nolan (white) 
and Arthur Colgate and James Crush 
(colored). 
The first two were only 


slightly burned, while the others were 
more seriously Injured, sustaining sev- 
eral broken bones besides their severe 
burns. -They can give no account' of 
the explosion, and can not acccunt for 
their escape while others were killed. 
The body of Robert Maule, son of Pres- 
ident Maulc and treasurer of the conl 
company, was found lying In the sump 
at the foot of the shaft, with a 10 by 15 
beam across his breast, his skull 
crushed and numerous bones broken. 
One other man was known to have 
been In the mine. This was Robert 
Poneyllee, head blacksmith. Rescuers 
could riot work long at-a time on ac- 
count of gas and foul air, and search 
for Poneyllte which continued all yes- 
terday under direction of State Mine 
Inspector Fisher was? of no avail. The 
body Is supposed to* be buried under 
debris. 
The injuries of some of the 


rescued men are very serious, but un- 
less complications arise all will ulti- 
mately recover. 


The total list of dead and probably 


dead, therefore, numbers seven. The 
men were at work .making repairs of 
damages resulting: from a similar ex- 
plosion Sunday, Dec. 20. Besides the 
regular miners, blacksmiths and others 
were assisting in the work, while Rob- 
ert Maule, a son of President John 
Maule and treasurer and mine super- 
tendent of the company, was superin- 
tending the work. The explosion oc- 
curred about 3:30 o'clock. It'camewith 
terrific force and with such suddenness 
that only those near the entrance to the 
shaft could effect their escape. Imme- 
diately following the explosion came a 
rush of fire-damp and gas in such vol- 
umes Umt those making their way to 
daylight and safety were almost over- 
come by the fumes. 


The news of the explosion was quick- 


ly spread and rescuing1 parties were 
hastily formed. 
Hundreds of willing 


hands gathered around the mouth of 
tbe shaft, but were deterred from their 
noble work by the rush of. gas from be- 
low. 
The pumps were put to work to 


force pure air into the mine, and after 
several futile attempts the shaft woa 
sufficiently cleared of foul vapors to 
permit another entrance to rescue the 
imprisoned men. 
The scenes around 


the mine were most pathetic. . Wives 
were weeping plteously, in anguish that 
the crowd vainly tried to alleviate; 
mothers, daxighters, sons and other re- 
latives of tbe men in the mine, with 
blanched faces stood wringing their 
hands, and some were kept from going 
down the shaft with the greatest of dif- 
ficulty. Slowly the work of bringing 
the bodies to the surface proceeded. It 
was known that the men still in the 
mine were all dead, and those on top 
who were wailing for their dear onas 
realized that only the mangled bodies 
of those loved ones would greet their 
gaze Instead of. the once smilling faces. 


The principal cause of th« explosion 


was the fact that the air-shaft was un- 
finished, there being ninety feet yet to 
dig. 
Safety lamps were used, however, 


In the mine, and It la believed that some 
one must have used an open lamp.

Conwess Has the Right to Racojr- 


nlze New Nations Instead of 


the President. 


Washington .Dec. 28.—Senator Chan- 


dler, of New Hampshire. 1ms written a 
letter to the Washington Post in which 
he sayu: 'The new Immigration law. If 
It passes; will require foreigners coming 
to live In this country to read and write 
iis H test five lines of the United States 
constitution. There are a certain five 
lines which eminent Spanish-American 
lawyers ought to read. Section S after 
enumerating In seventeen clauses the 
powers of congress adds another as fol- 
lows: '1S7- To make all laws which ahull 
be necessary and proper for carrying 
Into execution the foregoing powers, and 
all other powers vested by this con- 
stitution in the government of tlieUnlt- 
ed States, or any department or officer 
thereof. 
A study of the above clause 


may lead some of the defiant advocates 
of an arrogant personal government at 
the exeeutlvemanslon to revise theiras- 
sprtlons. It is not contended that the 
above clause 18 gives congress power hy 
law passed OVPI* a veto by a two-thirds 
vote to Interfere with any power made 
exclusive In the president by express 
words or necessary implication. 


Powers GIvuu to tho ExtMHitlvo. 


"What are the powers expressly siven 


to the president? 
To command the 


army and navy, to grant pardons, to 
make treaties (with the consent of the 
senttte), to-appoint officers of the Unit- 
id Stules, to convene congress and to 
adjourn it when the two houses disa- 
gree, to receive ambassadors und other 
public ministers, to care that the laws 
be faithfully executed, and to commis- 
sion ofticers of the United States. These 
are all the powers granted. Compare 
them with the long list of powers given 
to congress, including that to declare 
war and to provide for the common de- 
fense and general welfare and ending 
with the power given. In the above 
clause IS to make all Jaws necessary 
and proper to carry into execution all 
the powers vested in the government 
'or In any department or officer thereof.' 


Sumo Comment on Hie Hume. 


"The president may command the 


army and navy. Yes, but congress by 
law' may give him specific directions 
what to dn with them, to use tlrern In 
any particular direction, or not to use 
them at all. He may grant pardons. 
Yes, 
this is an exclusive and uncon- 


trollable power, but congress may by 
law open all prison doors and let the 
criminals go free. He may make trea- 
ties, w.Itli the consent of the senate, and 
they become law. Here Is the only pow- 
er to mak« law not vested In congress. 
He may appoint officers. Yes, but con- 
gress may create and abolish the offices, 
and regulate the power of appointment 
by civil service rules; he Is to commis- 
sion all officers, but he can commission 
only those who are appointed in pur- 
suance of law. He Is to receive foreign 
ministers.

The fact that the president has recog- 
nized new governments without con- 
gressional expression when congress 
and the people have approved his ac- 
tion, is no proof whatever that when 
they disagree with him ^they cannot 
control him by law. Tie is their agent, 
and when he does what they want him 
to do no law is needed.

as follows: "Here is u description of 
\vlint these canals arc, taken froui niy 
diary, and it i« literally truthful, which 
the poets and the ptiiiitorfl never tiro. 
On either side staggers u crowd of de- 
cayed buildings; from thereof down- 
ward they tiro a mass of equulid ruin; 
broken balconies cliug to tho stained 
and discolored walls, great scabs of 
plaster have falteu from their fronts as 
if a leprosy had eateu iuto them ; for u 
foot above the winter the walla are black 
with slime, the broken windows are 
stuffed with rags or paper, the shuttered 
steps lead up to doors that swing byouo 
hinge; the steps themselves ure slippery 
with a greasy Bourn; to the edge of the 
lower stair there is a fringe of foul 
green weed—it swings slowly in tho 
crawling wotor; the iron grilles, once 
HO beautiful, are eaten by bitter salt rust, 
the shutters hang at all angles, flapping 
and creaking iu the wiud; in the crazy 
balconies there is a lumber of broken 
flowerpots with dead flowers iu them, 
and through all these reeking alleys the 
greenish gray water slowly pulses and 
oozes, covered with straw, eggshells, 
cabbage stalks and nameless refuse. Over 
all this brood a hundred filthy and ob- 
scene smells, each canal contributing u 
particularly putrid stench of its own. 
No longer does Venice sit instate; hour 
by hour and 'stone by stone she is sink- 
ing into her dishonored grave.

incident whioh csme under his official 
notice as magistrate of Hosau, Madras.
